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COMPANY MEETING 


BORAX CONSOLIDATED, LTD. 


IMPROVED RESULTS. 
COSTS FURTHER REDUCED. 


The thirty-sixth Ordinary General Meeting of Borax Consoli- 
dated, Limited, was held on February 21 at Southern House, 
London, E.C. 


The Rt. Hon. the Earl of Leven and Melville (the chairman) 
said that the net profits for the year were £209,422, compared 
with £200,787 in 1932, the latter year including £9,616 profit on 
investments sold. The first and second debenture stock interest 
amounted to £113,855, an increase of £6,661, the dividends on 
the preference shares to £44,000, and the sinking fund on the 
first debenture stock to £5,825. They had placed £40,000 to 
the buildings and plant depreciation reserve, and there was a 
balance of £207,934, which it was proposed to carry forward. 


Reviewing the progress of the company since 1928, in which 
vear a profit of £307,187 was made, the Chairman said that in 
1929 the collapse in the United States occurred, accompanied by 
a drop in the prices of borax and boric acid, due to competitive 
action, also with a substantial reduction in the demand. In 
1928 and 1929 very serious reductions in the price of borax were 
also made by the competition in European countries. In the 
early part of 1932 competitors in the United States further re- 
duced the price of borax in that country by about 24 per cent. 
and of boric acid by about 33 per cent., thus reducing them to 
an unremunerative level. The drop in the prices of borax and 
boric acid between 1928 and 1932 amounted to more than 40 per 
cent. The company had, notwithstanding, shown a gradual 
improvement in their net profit, largely due to the reduction 
they had been able to effect in cost prices, for in 1929 they had 
a net profit of only £160,624, in 1930 £163,447, in 1931 £188,249, 
in 1932 £200,787, and in this past year £209,422, a steady im- 
provement since the disastrous slump in business generally, 
and notwithstanding the very heavy reduction in selling prices. 
These figures would give some idea of the reason why their 
recovery had not been more rapid. In the United States these 
conditions had had to be met, accentuated by the general 
business distress there. The directors had watched every itein 
in the costs of production at the mines and works and had again 
during this past year reduced them, so that they were working 
upon the most economical basis that at present was possible. 
In consequence of this, they had been able to increase the 
trading profit and to show the increase on the balance of profit 
and loss of £8,635 over 1932, although they did not have the 
advantage of a profit on investments of £9,616, as in 1932. 


PROGRESS OF THE POTASH COMPANY 


The potash company in which they had a large investment 
was now in the profit-earning stage, and, in fact, it had operated 
most successfully during the past year, and but for the fact 
that a large sum was wanted for additions to the plant, this 
company should have already received a dividend. It was 
expected that they would receive this during their current 
financial year. ‘The enterprise was now well established, the 
mine showing wonderful development, the refinery operating 
most successfully, and there could be no doubt that it would 
be a very important factor in the world’s potash industry. 


As to the prospects of their own business, during the past 
few months there had been encouraging signs of an improvement 
in the demand for their goods in the United States of America 
and in Europe—not a big percentage, but a slow and steady 
growth. Whether this would continue with conditions as they 
were he could not say, but there was the present position. Given 
a return to more normal conditions in world trade, an easing 
up of the obstructions placed in the way of business by high 
tariffs, quotas and particularly by exchange restrictions and the 
difficulties thereby caused to traders in receiving payment for 
their goods, there should be as a result a reasonable growth 
over their present tonnage, which, with a modest increase in 
the prices of their products, should enable them to return to 
the position of being able to pay dividends on both the pre- 
ferred and deferred ordinary shares. 


The low prices to which borax and boric acid had been forced 
by over-production and competitive action were much below 
pre-war levels everywhere, and especially so in the United 
States, where they had been forced down to unremunerative 
levels, with a consequent bankrupt condition to some concerns 
producing borax. The board had taken all the steps possible 
to bring about a more healthy condition, and their efforts in this 
direction would be continued. 


Their mines and their works were most efficiently managed, 
producing at what now appeared to be the lowest possible cost, 
and they had equipped them to meet all eventualities. They had 
all the elements necessary for success—very fine mines, efficient 
works, and an organisation ready to jump at the opportunities 
that might come their way. 


The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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Summary of Contents 





The Balance of Payments in 1933 (Page 277) 


The small debit of £4 million is shown for last 
year in the estimated net balance on all transac- 
tions of a revenue character between the United 
Kingdom and other countries. This compares with 
a revised estimated debit balance of £56 million in 
1932 and one of £104 million in 1931. Of the im- 
provement of £52 million between the 1933 and 1932 
totals £26 million represents the difference between 
the payments made in respect of the United States 
debt in the two years. ‘The adverse merchandise 
balance is reduced by £23 million and net receipts 
from invisible exports are estimated to have increased 
by about £5 million. 


Industrial Production in 1933 (Page 281) 


Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in 1933 
was 5:3 per cent. greater than in 1932 and 48 per 
cent. greater than in 1931, the index numbers for 
the three years (based on 1924 = 100) being 98-2, 
93°3 and 93°7 respectively. With the exception of 
coal output every group showed an increase in 1933 
as compared with 1932, the most notable improve- 
ment being in the iron and steel group, which 
recorded an increase of about 24 per cent. Manu- 
facturing production was 6°5 per cent. greater than 
in 1932 and 3°5 per cent. higher than in the base 
year 1924. 


Our Overseas Trade in January (Page 283) 

A review in detail of United Kingdom imports and 
exports in January as compared with earlier periods 
is presented as a corollary to the preliminary state- 
ment given last week. 


British Postal Traffic (Page 287) 


Average daily receipts in January were 2°8 per 
cent. above those for the first month of last year, 
and maintained the advances which were shown for 
each month of 1933 in comparison with 1982.

THE BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 


THE YEARS 1931, 


In the following article an attempt is made to 
estimate the net balance on all transactions of a 
revenue character between the United Kingdom and 
other countries, including those transactions originated 
by Governments as well as those which arise from 
dealings between individuals. Following the practice 
of earlier articles on the same subject, figures for past 
years have been revised on the basis of later and more 
reliable information than was available when the first 
calculations for those years were made. 


THE VISIBLE TRADE BALANCE 


The figures for the last three years are given in the 
following table, those published a year ago for 1932 
having been revised : —

The balance of the merchandise (including silver) 
transactions shown in the table for 1933 is an excess 
of imports amounting to £264,400,000, a decrease of 
£23.100,000 on the corresponding excess for 1932 and 
of £144,000,000 on that for 1931. The smaller excess 
of imports over exports in 1933 resulted from a decline 
in the value of imports—exports and re-exports being 
about the same in value as in the previous year. 


GOVERNMENT TRANSACTIONS 


Receipts and payments in respect of loans between 
Governments and receipts on account of Indian home 
charges form the chief elements in the calculations 
made under this heading. Receipts on account of 
Indian debt and interest on Indian railway capital are, 
however, not included here, but with income from 
foreign investments, the category to which they pro- 
perly belong. Of less importance, but still of some 
magnitude, are receipts and payments on account of 
the overseas activity of the Admiralty, War Office, Air 
Ministry, Dominions Office, Colonial Office, Foreign 
Office (Diplomatic and Consular Service), and other 
public departments. Only receipts originating overseas 
and payments made overseas are taken into account. 
For example, the value of stores sent from home and 
the cost of sea transport paid from United Kingdom 
funds are excluded. For part of the three years under 
teview at the beginning of any year only estimates are 
available, and, consequently, revision becomes neces- 
sary when further information comes to hand and final 
accounts are published. In the article dealing with 
the balance of payments for 1932, the estimated excess 
oiGovernment payments over receipts was £25 million, 
and it would now appear that this should be reduced 
0 £24 million. The receipts in 1932 and 1933 are 
affected by the failure of the Irish Free State to pay 
the sums due in respect of land annuities, etc., and by 
the non-receipt of reparations and of payments in 
tespect of inter-Governmental debts. On the payment 
side the sum of nearly £29 million paid to the United 
States in December, 1932, in respect of the debt due

to that country, was in accordance with the usual 
practice in these articles taken into account. In 
1933 two token payments only were made to the 
United States on account of this debt, the aggregate 
amount being £3°3 million. The total payments in 
respect of Government transactions during 1933, so 
far as can at present be estimated, were approximately 
equal to the receipts. 


Net NATIONAL SHIPPING INCOME 


The values shown for imports in the table given above 
are taken c.i.f.,i.e., they are inclusive of freight charges 
from the overseas countries where the goods are loaded 
on the carrying vessels. Data are not available to 
determine the proportion of the imports that have been 
carried on British-owned vessels, but the fact that of 
the total of 60 million tons net of shipping entered with 
cargo at United Kingdom ports in 1933, over 35 million 
tons were under the British flag, is significant of 
the large share of the freight, included in the value 
of the imports, which was payable to this country. 
In basing on the value of imports an estimate of pay- 
ments due to be made abroad on merchandise account, 
a large sum is counted as due to non-residents which 
is actually due to residents. On the export side, the 
goods are valued f.o.b., and, to the extent to which 
they are carried in British-owned ships, the amount of 
the claims on the countries receiving the exports is 
under-estimated, since, of about 56 million tons net 
cleared outwards with cargoes from United Kingdom 
ports in 1933, nearly 34 million tons’ were under the 
British flag. Here, again, the absence of records of 
goods carried by British and by other vessels renders 
it impossible to determine, even roughly, the propor- 
tion of the freight earned on exports that is payable to 
our shipowners. The extent of the correction to be 
made in the balance shown in the preceding tabular 
summary, in order to derive, from the statement of 
goods moved inwards and outwards, an estimate of the 
amount due to residents in other countries in respect 
of those goods cannot be determined, even approxi- 
mately, from existing data. The procedure followed 
in earlier articles of this series will therefore be adopted 
again on the present occasion, the earnings of British 
ships in carrying goods to and from the United King- 
dom being merged in a wider total that also includes 
earnings from the carriage of goods and persons 
between ports abroad by such ships and the fares 
paid by non-resident passengers, carried to or 
from the United Kingdom; in brief, the basis of this 
calculation is the gross earnings of British oversea 
shipping, wherever or however made, and these in- 
clude, besides remuneration for carrying goods and 
passengers, compensation for many other services per- 
formed for shippers by shipowners through their 
agencies in overseas ports. From these gross earnings 
there fall to be deducted shipowners’ disbursements in 
overseas ports for wages, fuel, stores, port dues, com- 
missions, etc. To the net earnings thus obtained it is 
convenient to add the amounts’paid by foreign ships 
in United Kingdom ports for bunkers, stores, port dues, 
etc., while a deduction has to be made for fares paid to 
foreign shipowners by passengers normally resident in 
the United Kingdom. The final sum thus obtained is 
described as the net national income from shipping 
services, and, as on previous occasions, it has to be 
emphasised not only that this sum does not represent 
shipping profits, but that its changes do not in any way 
measure the movement of such profits from year to 
year. Although here described as ‘‘ net,’’ the income 
is net from the national standpoint only, and the charges 
to be covered in this country out of any part of that 
income might even exceed the amount received so that 
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individual ships might earn less than their operating 
costs, without destroying the importance of the in- 
clusion of the amount earned, less charges abroad, in 
the aggregate estimate of the nation’s income from ser- 
vices of its ships paid for by residents elsewhere. 


Freight rates declined during the first half of 1933, 
but made a partial recovery during the second half, the 
average of the two six-monthly periods being about the 
same. For the year as @ whole, the various freight 
indices published by the Chamber of Shipping, 
‘** Lloyd’s List ’’ and the ‘‘ Economist ’’ show declines 
in 1933 varying between 3 and 4 per cent., and it would 
appear, therefore, that the earnings of British shipping, 
as influenced by the movement in freight rates, were 
somewhat smaller than in the previous year. It is not 
improbable, however, that the average freight rates 
for goods carried by liner tonnage may have been as 
high as in 1932. 


The number of passengers in British vessels to and 
from non-European countries was about 4 per cent. less 
than in 1932, notwithstanding a considerable increase 
in respect of vessels engaged in pleasure cruises. As, 
however, the passengers carried in such vessels are 
normally resident in the United Kingdom, they make 
no contribution to the national shipping income, while, 
on the other hand, the expenditure abroad of the vessels 
engaged in pleasure cruises has to be counted on the 
debit side. There was a decline of about 8 per cent. in 
the number of non-resident passengers travelling to 
and from extra-European countries, but as this reduc- 
tion was entirely in third-class traffic, the decrease in 
the receipts will not have been so great as the reduction 
in numbers. The number of non-resident passengers 
travelling to and from the Continent last year was 
somewhat greater than in 1932. Changes in fares were 
of minor importance, and on the whole it would appear 
that the receipts from passenger traffic will have shown 
a small decrease last year. 


The net tonnage of British ships entered at ports of 
the United Kingdom with cargoes in the foreign trade 
was about the same as in 1932, but there was a reduc- 
tion of some 3 per cent. in the clearances of 
British ships with cargoes. The combination of 
the percentage changes in the total value of our 
imports and exports in 1933 as compared with 
1932, when referred to a common price level, and 
figures for the total tonnage entered and cleared 
with cargoes at United Kingdom ports, suggests 
that the tonnage capacity of the ships was, on the 
average, not less well utilised in the later year. As 
reported to the Chamber of Shipping the British 
tonnage laid up at ports in the United Kingdom on 
January 1, 1934, viz., 1,227,000 tons net, was about 
700,000 tons less than that laid up on January 1, 1933, 
but it should be noted in this connection that the 
tonnage of the United Kingdom register decreased by 
about the same amount during the year. For the year 
as a whole, the average tonnage of vessels laid up was 
about 245,000 tons less than in 1932. 


The total tonnage of British shipping entered and 
cleared at ports in the United Kingdom in the overseas 
trade, which forms about three-quarters of the total 
tonnage of British shipping, was about 2 per cent. less 
last year than in 1932. This reduction, coupled with 
the probable reduction of expenditure in United States 
ports resulting from the depreciation of the dollar, will 
have led to the total expenses of British ships in ports 
abroad in 1933 being somewhat lower than in the 
previous year. 


As regards the expenditure of foreign vessels using 
our ports, there was an appreciable decline in the 
quantity of bunker coal shipped on both British and 
foreign vessels. The reduction was greater than the 
decline in the British tonnage entered and cleared at 
ports of the United Kingdom, so that less bunker ‘coal 
was taken by foreign vessels than in the previous year. 
The tonnage of foreign vessels using our ports was 
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about 3 per cent. greater last year than in 1932, and 
apart from expenditure in respect of bunker coal the 
expenditure of these vessels may have been greater jp 
a like proportion. Bunker oil shipments, it may be 
noted, were substantially higher than in the previous 
year. On the whole, it is probable that the total dis. 
bursements of foreign vessels in this country were 
about the same in 1933 as in 1982. 


Taking the above and similar considerations into 
account it would seem probable that the net shipping 
earnings in 1933 were rather less than in 1932, and 
though the actual change may have been less than £5 
million it is proposed to take the figure for last year 
as £65 million. 


Net INcoME FROM OVERSEAS INVESTMENTS 


‘* Net income from overseas investments,’’ as under. 
stood in this series of articles, includes all income from 
overseas investments, whether of a joint stock or 
private character, and the figures given allow for the 
deduction of income paid to overseas residents in 
respect of their investments in the United Kingdom: 
further, they do not include receipts and payments 
between Governments in respect of War Debts settle- 
ments, which have already been taken into account. 
For the year 1931 it was estimated in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” 
of February 23, 1933, that the net receipts from over- 
seas investments amounted to about £170 million. 
Since that article was written, Sir Robert Kindersley, 
in the *‘ Economic Journal ’’ for June, 1933, following 
his previous investigations into this subject, has pub- 
lished a detailed estimate of the income received from 
overseas investments in 1931. This amounted to £169 
million. The two estimates are compiled on bases 
essentially different, and the close agreement of the 
two estimates for 1931 results from the balancing for 
that year of the factors wherein the two estimates 
differ. Sir Robert’s estimate includes only the 
receipts distributed as interest and dividends, whereas, 
from the national point of view, it is necessary to take 
into account the gross receipts, which, in the case of 
British companies, etc., operating abroad, include 
head office expenses in this country and any sums that 
may have been added to reserves, while a deduction 
has to be made for the payments to non-residents in 
respect of investments in the United Kingdom. 


lor the year 1932 it was estimated that there was a 
reduction of some £25 to £35 million from the total 
yield of £170 million taken for 1931, and the total for 
that year was provisionally taken as £140 million. Sir 
‘obert Kindersley, in the article referred to, made a 
tentative estimate of £153 million for 1982. The some- 
what fuller information now available regarding the 
receipts during the year 1932 indicates that a reduction 
of £25 million from the 1931 total is more likely to be 
correct than the £30 million provisionally taken, and 
the total for 1932 will be taken as £145 million. 


The decline in the receipts from foreign investments 
which had been in progress since 1929 wag arrested in 
1933. In regard to foreign and Dominion Government 
and Corporation stocks, the additional defaults during 
the year were relatively small, while payments were 
resumed in respect of certain loans on which defaults 
had previously occurred. In the aggregate the total 
was slightly less than in 1932, and an estimate of £59 
million may be made for thig part of the receipts from 
foreign investments. While the interest payments on 
other loan capital appear to have been fairly well 
maintained, there was probably on the whole a slight 
shrinkage, partly due to the reduction compared with 
1932 in the sterling income derived from investments 
in dollar bonds. Dividends on preference and ordinary 
shares of foreign and Dominion railways were reduced 
still further during the year. Oil, tea, and similar 1- 
vestments tended to show a slightly larger return than 
in 1982, while income from mines was substantially 
increased owing to the large profits realised in respect 
of gold mining operations. The loss in respect of rubber 
was not so substantial as in the preceding year. Sums 
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drawn from the reserves of British companies operat- 
ing abroad to maintain their properties overseas and to 

y for head office expenses in this country were prob- 
ably somewhat smaller in 1933 than in the previous 
year. Payments from reserves in this country to main- 
tain plantations, etc., abroad have to be taken into ac- 
count as adeduction from the recéipts, while as a credit 
item must be included remittances from overseas to pay 
for head office expenses in this country. Allocations to 
reserves, whether held at home or abroad, appear to 
have been of minor importance in 1933. 


Considerable selling and buying of War Loan on 
foreign account took place in 1932 and 1933, and there 
was probably a net decrease in the aggregate holdings. 
The reduction in the rate of interest on this security 
will have led to a reduction in the interest payable to 
foreign holders, while in respect of other investments in 
the United Kingdom there will have been little change 
in the dividends or interest payable to non-residents. It 
seems probable that the total allowance to be made for 
1933 in respect of foreign investments in this country 
was not in excess of £10 million. 


The aggregate receipts in 1933 will have been appre- 
ciably greater than in 1932, and a figure about midway 
between those of 1931 and 1932 appears to be indi- 
cated. ‘The total for 1933 will be taken provisionally 
as £155 million. 


COMMISSIONS 


Important sums are received in this country for ser- 
vices rendered to persons resident abroad, and under 
the general heading ‘*‘ Commissions ’’ are included 
charges in respect of acceptance credits, discount on 
foreign bills, bank interest (i.e. short interest and com- 
missions), commissions and other charges on new issues 
paid by overseas borrowers, merchanting commissions 
on overseas produce, brokers’ commissions, insurance 
remittances from abroad, and earnings on exchange 
transactions. Payments have also to be made by us to 
foreigners for similar services. 


The money value of imports into the United King- 
dom in 1933 was slightly smaller than in 1932, and there 
was a decline of about 5 per cent. in the aggregate value 
of the world’s trade measured in sterling. This reduc- 
tion, resulting mainly from a fall in prices, will have 
had its effect on the earnings derivable from bankers’ 
commissions and charges and from insurance premiums, 
brokerages, etc., paid by foreigners to residents in this 
country in connection with these transactions. There 
may not, however, have been any reduction in the 
receipts from brokerages, since after the first quarter 
of the year prices of raw materials rose and there was 
considerable speculative activity, resulting in an in- 
creased volume of business. Receipts from acceptance 
credits and from the discounting of foreign bills declined 
to a considerable extent owing to the smaller volume of 
bills and to the very low rates of discount throughout 
the year. Dealings in exchange are believed to have 
resulted in considerable profits to British operators. On 
the other hand, the margin between spot and forward 
dollars will have involved the payment to non-residents 
of substantial sums on short loans additional to the 
interest earned on such funds held in this country. In 
the latter part of 1931 the amount of the foreign short- 
term funds in this country was substantially reduced. 
During 1932 such funds returned to some extent, and 
it is believed that this movement continued last year. 
It is therefore probable that the average amount of the 
foreign balances for 1933 was greater than in 1982, and 
this increase may not have been offset by a correspond- 
ing increase in British balances in foreign countries. 
The rate of interest on short loans was, however, very 
low, while British short-term funds held abroad earned 
4 higher rate of interest. On balance it seems likely 
that the debit on this item in 1932 was turned into a 
edit last year, if the payments, mentioned above, 
arising from the margin between spot and forward 
dollars are omitted. There was a renewal of activity 
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last year in the purchase and sale of securities by non- 
residents, and net receipts from stock exchange com- 
missions will have shown a considerable increase. The 
total of new overseas borrowings was somewhat larger 
than in the previous year, while conversion operations 
were very heavy, and there will have been a corre 
sponding increase in the receipts in respect of stamp 
duties, commissions and other charges in connection 
with such conversions and new issues. The net re- 
ceipts from marine insurance may have been somewhat 
larger than in 1932 owing to the absence of heavy pay- 
ments for losses such as occurred in that year, but net 
earnings in respect of other insurance business probably 
declined. 


The estimate for receipts from commissions, etc., in 
1932 was £30 million. Further information available 
in regard to that year indicates that this was probably 
an over-estimate and that a figure of £25 million would 
be more appropriate. For 1933 it is clear that a 
moderate addition to this total is necessary and it is 
proposed accordingly to take the figure for last year as 
£30 million. 


MISCELLANEOUS RECEIPTS 


In the article published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Feb- 
ruary 23, 1933, an estimate was made for the first 
time of the amounts by which the balance of trade was 
affected by tourists’ expenditure, this item covering 
expenditure by persons travelling on business as well 
as by tourists commonly so called. The information 
available on this subject is at present somewhat 
meagre, but certain information regarding the amounts 
expended in this country has been obtained for the 
first time, in respect of 1933, as a result of a question- 
naire issued to Colonial officers on leave. In addi- 
tion, the particulars furnished on the statutory 
passenger lists for that year have been summarised to 
show the place of permanent residence of passengers 
(as well as migrants) travelling to and from countries 
outside Europe. The information so obtained tends 
to confirm the estimates made a year ago and will assist 
in providing a firmer basis for future calculations, as it 


is hoped to continue to collect such statistics. 


The number of visitors to the Continent (including 
all Mediterranean countries) is the main factor deter- 
mining the amount on the debit side of the account, 
and it has been assumed for the purpose of oe 
the expenditure by visitors in this country and abro 
that the visitors to the Continent comprise the total 
number of persons recorded as British, while the 
visitors to this country comprise the total number of 
persons recorded as aliens, excluding, however, from 
that total persons recorded as diplomats, etc., as 
seamen, as holding Ministry of Labour permits or as in 
transit—in other words, that the balance between the 
foreigners resident here who travel to the Continent and 
the British subjects resident on the Continent who 
visit this country may be neglected. Some of the 
British visitors to the Continent will be residents of 
British countries other than the United Kingdom, in 
particular, residents of the Irish Free State, while a 
number of United Kingdom residents travel to the Irish 
Free State for business or pleasure and vice versa. It 
is not believed, however, that the changes from year 
to year in the numbers of these various streams of 
passengers are such as to cause any appreciable varia- 
tion in the balance of receipts and payments. From 
the total number of British visitors to the Continent a 
deduction has to be made for persons taking week-end 
tickets and for those going on day trips, whose expendi- 
ture will be small in comparison with that of the 
average visitor, and for 1932 and 1933 an allowance 
has also to be made for persons coming here on day 
trips from the Continent. Making adjustments as 
above, the number of British visitors to the Continent 
was about 910,000 in 1931, 660,000 in 1932, and 
785,000 in 1933, while the corresponding numbers of 
visitors from the Continent to this country were about 
235,000, 195,000 and 190,000 respectively. The 
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average expenditure per head of this group has been 
taken as £30 for each of the three years. 


As regards the extra-European traffic, the number 
of foreign visitors to this country from places outside 
Europe is known with some degree of accuracy. The 
number of such visitors declined from 90,000 in 1931 
to 75,000 in 1932, but the provisional figure for 1933 
shows an increase to 80,000. For British subjects, the 
figures for passengers to countries outside Europe 
afford a more accurate representation of the number 
of persons travelling than do those for pas- 
sengers from such countries, since the number 
travelling via the Continent in the inward direc- 
tion considerably exceeds the number outwards. 
These British travellers consist in part of residents of 
this country, whose expenditure abroad counts as a 
debit, and in part of residents of British and foreign 
countries overseas, whose expenditure here counts as 
a credit. The total number of British subjects travel- 
ling for business or pleasure to countries outside 
Europe was 114,000 in 1931, 138,000 in 1932 and 
151,000 in 1933, and, as indicated above, the figures 
for 1933 can be classified according to whether the 
persons resided in the United Kingdom, in other 
British countries or in foreign countries. The numbers 
in these three categories, excluding those on pleasure 
cruises, were 31,000, 54,000 and 16,000 respectively. 
The expenditure per head of British visitors from 
overseas is relatively heavy, but the numbers do not 
vary very greatly from year to year, and accordingly 
any error in estimating the average expenditure per 
head does not affect the estimated change in the 
balance to any marked extent. From an examination 
of the questionnaires mentioned above, representing 
about four-fifths of the total number issued to Colonial 
officials on leave during 1933, it would appear that the 
average expenditure per head in this country during an 
average stay of about five months was between £175 
and £200. The number of persons covered by this 
sample enquiry was 2,088, or about 4 per cent. of the 
total number of British visitors from overseas. The 
increase in both 1932 and 1933 in the number of 
British passengers travelling to non-European coun- 
tries for business or pleasure was due entirely to the 
increased number of persons proceeding on pleasure 
cruises, the number of such passengers in 1931 being 
10,000, in 1932 35,000, and in 1933 50,000. The ex- 
penditure of such persons in countries overseas will 
be small relatively to the average amount spent by 
other United Kingdom residents travelling to countries 
outside Europe. The information available is insuffi- 
cient to justify any change in the ranges of expenditure 
used in framing the estimates last year; such little 
evidence as has been obtained regarding the expendi- 
ture of British visitors to countries outside Europe 
would seem to indicate that the average expenditure 
in 1933 was at any rate not less than in the preceding 
year. 


It was estimated a year ago that in 1930’ the expen- 
diture abroad of United Kingdom residents differed 
little from that of overseas visitors in this country and 
that, compared with 1930, there was a debit balance 
in 1931 and a credit balance in 1932, each of these 
being approximately £3 million. A revision of the 
provisional figures for 1932 indicates that the credit 
balance in that year was roughly £1 million less than 
the original estimate. The substantial increase last 
year in the number of British visitors to the Con- 
tinent and some decrease in the number of visitors to 
the United Kingdom will have involved a debit in 
1933 as compared with 1932 of the order of £5 million. 


The net payments in respect of film royalties in 
1932, making allowance for the annual payments made 
to the American owners of the sound film apparatus 
and for the receipts from British films, were estimated 
at over £5 million, and a similar estimate may be 
made for 1933. The proportion of foreign films shown 
was smaller in 1933 than in 1932, but, on the other 
hand, there was a tendency for the average proportion 
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of the total receipts at cinernas paid for the hire of - 


films to increase. 


Other miscellaneous receipts and payments include 
the sale to and purchase from other countrieg of 
second-hand ships, emigrants’ remittances, the Savings 
of returning migrants, the expenditure by foreign 
Governments on their diplomatic and _ congular 
services in this country, etc. The tonnage of second. 
hand ships sold to foreigners was about 50 per cent, 
greater than in 1932, and the average valueg 
paid for such ships were also much larger. The 
increase in the receipts in respect of the saleg of 
such ships is believed to be about £1 million 
The number of emigrants last year was about the 
same as in 1932, but the number of migrants entering 
this country was considerably smaller than in that 
year, and there may have been a corresponding reduc. 
tion in the aggregate savings brought to this country, 


The extra expenditure last year in respect of tourist 
traffic is not offset to any substantial exent by in. 
creases in the aggregate receipts from other sources 
which can be identified, and the total of miscel. 
laneous receipts for 1953 will accordingly be taken ag 
£10 million, as compared with £15 million for 1932, 
without any precision being claimed for the estimate, 


SUMMARY 


The results of the preceding calculations are set out 
in the following table, premising that all the entries 
in it, except those relating to the excess of imports or 
exports of merchandise are, in a greater or less degree, 
based on estimates.

The recorded excess of imports of gold bullion and 
specie in 1933 was £191 million; in 1932 the excess of 
imports was £18 million, while in 1931 there was 42 
excess of exports amounting to £35 million. The 
figure for the net imports of gold in 1933 is, however, 
neither a gold nor a sterling figure, since, while bullion 
is valued at the price of the day, sovereigns are. taken 
at the face or currency value. Net imports of gold 
come to about £133 million if taken at parity, and to 
about £196 million if valued in sterling. The move- 
ments of bullion and specie last year were larger than 
in any preceding year, and imports exceeded exports 
in each month except January, when the balance of the 
United States debt payment made the previous month 
came into the Accounts. The exceptionally heavy 
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inward movement of gold last year was due largely to 
guld being sent to this country and held here on foreign 
account. ‘The ownership of such gold being unchanged, 
it is unnecessary to take account of it in any way in 
connection with the balance of payments of this 
country. The gold reserve of the Bank of England, 
which is valued at the old parity, increased by about 
£71 million during 1933. A certain amount of gold 
reaches the Bank of England each year from internal 
sources and from personal importations by travellers; 
the enhanced value of gold in terms of sterling through- 
out 1933 led to a larger amount of gold coin and orna- 
ments than in normal times being sold by private 
owners in this country, and the sum realised from its 
sale, though not so large as in 1932, was more than 
sufficient to meet the requirements of industry and 
the arts. 


The calculations made at the beginning of last year 
showed a debit balance of £104 million for 1931 and 
of £59 million for 1932. The figure for 1932 is now 
reduced to £56 million, owing to the fuller informa- 
tion available regarding Government receipts and pay- 
ments and to slight revisions of the preliminary figures 
of imports and exports in that year. An increase of 
£5 million in the earlier estimate of income from 
investments is offset by a corresponding decrease in the 
estimated receipts from commissions, etc. 


Except in so far as payments and receipts in respect 
of the principal of inter-governmental loans are in- 
cluded in the ‘‘ estimated excess of Government 
receipts from overseas (or payments overseas),’’ the 
above table refers to revenue transactions as opposed 
to capital transactions. 


The estimated debit balance of £4 million for 1933 
should not be taken as meaning more than that there 
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was little difference on balance between the credit and 
debit iterns in the revenue account. The changes from 
year to year can be estimated more accurately than the 
absolute totals. Comparing 1932 with 1931 there was 
an improvement in the debit balance amounting to 
£48 million. The difference between the 1933 and 
1932 totals shows a further improvement of £52 
million; of this amount, however, £26 million repre- 
sents the difference between the payments made in 
respect of the United States debt in the two years. 
The merchandise balance is reduced by £23 million 
and the net receipts from invisible exports are esti- 
mated to have increased by about £5 million. 


In the article in the ‘* Economic Journal ”’ for 
June last, referred to above, Sir Robert Kindersley 
calculated that the sum of £39 million was available 
in 1930 from the sinking funds on and maturity repay- 
ments of overseas loans held in this country, and that 
in 1931 a sum of about £27 million was derived from 
similar sources. His provisional estimate in respect of 
1932 is £42 million; no information is yet available as 
to the aggregate sums derived from these sources 
in 1988. 


Subscriptions to new issues may be provided for out 
of balances of realisations over purchases of securities 
previously existing. According to the statistics issued 
by the Midland Bank, the aggregate of new overseas 
issues offered on the London market was £46 million 
in 1931, £29 million in 1932, and £38 million in 1933. 
It does not follow that all these sums were taken up 
by British investors, who, on the other hand, may 
have taken some part in flotations at foreign centres. 
Account should also be taken of the sums invested 
abroad in personal adventures in private business, or 
realised in liquidating such adventures. 





INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION IN 1933 


BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 


Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in 1933, as estimated from the particulars furnished from various 
sources to the Board of Trade, was 5°3 per cent. greater than in 1932, and 4°8 per cent. greater than in 1931, the 
index numbers for the three years (based on 1924100) being 98-2, 93°3 and 93-7 respectively. The general index 
(104-0) and the index of manufacturing industries (109:4) for the December quarter of 1933 are the highest recorded 


since the March quarter of 1930. 


The following table gives the details for each quarter of 1932 and 1933, and for the years 1931, 1932 and 1933 :—

quarter, The available data for electricity have been included in the general index numbers for the four quarters of 1932 and 1933. 
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It will be seen from the above table that the volume 
of production, as measured by the index number for 
the manufacturing industries, was rather less in the 
first quarter of 1933 than in the corresponding period 
of 1932, but in the second, third and fourth quarters 
production was greater than in the corresponding 
quarters of 1932 by 4:7, 12°5 and 10°8 per cent. respec- 
tively. The year 1933 was marked by the absence of 
the normal seasonal decline in the third quarter of the 
year, the index numbers for the second and third 
quarters being practically identical. The last quarter 
normally shows an appreciable increase after the 
reduced activity in the September quarter. Last year 
the increase amounted to 5°6 per cent.; for 1932 an 
increase of 7:2 per cent. was shown. The index of 
manufacturing production for the year 1933 as a whole 
recorded an increase of 6:5 per cent., and was higher 
by 3:5 per cent. than in the base year 1924. 
Having regard to the seasonal movements, it is 
evident that the expansion in output last year took 
place mainly in the second and third quarters and that 
there may also have been some expansion in the last 
quarter. 


With the exception of the output of coal, which was 
about 1 per cent. smaller, every group showed an in- 
crease in 1933 as compared with 1932, the most notice- 
able improvement being in the iron and steel group. 
This group recorded an increase in 1933 over 1932 of 
about 24 per cent. The improvement was continuous 
throughout the year, and for the fourth quarter the 
index for the group was 41 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier. The engineering and shipbuilding group, after 
three years of continuous and progressive decline, 
recorded an increase in 1933, as compared with the 
preceding year, of 7 per cent. Activity in non-ferrous 
metals, compared with s year earlier, increased by 
5°8 per cent. Production in the textile trades as a 
whole improved by 5} per cent., each industry in the 
group recording a _ better output than in 1982. 
The largest percentage increases were in the artificial 
silk and jute trades. The chemical and allied trades 
group showed an improvement of 2 per cent. The out- 
put of boots and shoes was about 11 per cent. greater 
in 1933 than in 1932, while the index for leather was 
higher by 8 per cent. The index for food, drink and 
tobacco recorded an increase in 1933 of 1-6 per cent., 
there being a marked improvement in the distilling 
of spirits and a smaller increase in the production 
of beer. Grain milling showed a decline of about 
6 per cent. 

Of the miscellaneous items included in the index but 
not specified in the table, there was increased produc- 
tion in 1933, as compared with 1982, in the cement 
and tile making industries, but a smaller amount of 
rubber was taken by the using industries. 


A comparison of the index numbers for the Decem- 
ber quarter of 1932 with those for the September 
quarter shows increases for each group with one ex- 
ception, viz., leather and boots and shoes. The prin- 
cipal increases were for coal (179 per cent.), iron 
and steel (11-3 per cent.), non-ferrous metals (20°3 per 
cent.) and textiles (8 per cent.). The corresponding in- 
creases in the fourth as compared with the third 
quarter of 1932 were: coal (178 per cent.), iron and 
steel (7-6 per cent.), non-ferrous metals (5°9 per cent.) 
and textiles (13:3 per cent.). 


As compared with the corresponding quarter of 
1932, increases were recorded in the last quarter of 
19383 for each group shown in the table, the most sub- 
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stantial improvements being in respect of iron and 
steel, non-ferrous metals, textiles and engineering and 
shipbuilding. 


In 1932, the only group the output of which wag 
greater than in the base year 1924 was gas and elec. 
tricity. Last year, however, three additional groups 
had an output greater than in the base year, viz,: 
leather and boots and shoes, non-ferrous metals, and 
chemicals, while in respect of the food, drink and 
tobacco group the index numbers for each of the last 
three quarters of the year were more than 2 per cent, 
higher than in the base period. 


In order to publish the results as early as possible, 
it has been necessary to include certain provisional 
figures for the last quarter covered by the calculation, 
It is not, however, anticipated that the replacement of 
these provisional figures, when definitive data become 
available, will materially alter the index numbers for 
the various groups, and any revision that may be 
necessary will be made when the figures for the follow- 
ing quarter are published. The net result of revisions 
in the figures for the September quarter has not appre 
ciably altered the general index for that quarter. 


The method of calculation of the index and the scope 
of the figures were fully explained in the ‘* B.T.J.” 
of February 21, 1929 (pages 253-4). The sections of 
industry which are covered by the information at pre- 
sent received represent about 90 per cent. of the total 
activity of the groups of industry set out in the table, 
and more than two-thirds of the total manufacturing 
and mining activity of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, as ascertained in the 1924 Census of Produc- 
tion. Of the branches of trade not covered by the data 
summarised in the table, the most important are the 
building and contracting trades (with the exception of 
the output of cement and tiles, for which particulars 
are included in the general index), the clothing trade 
(other than boots and shoes), and public utility services 
other than gas and electricity. 


COMPARISON WITH ‘GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES 


The following table compares the increase in pro- 
duction in the United Kingdom with the corresponding 
increases shown by the index numbers for Germany 
(Institut fiir Konjunktiirforschung) and the United 
States (Federal Reserve Board). A separate index for 
manufacturing production in Germany is not published.

In the meantime it may be pointed out that, comparing 
1932 with 1929, production in Germany had declined by 
40 per cent. and in the United States by 46 per cent., 
while for the United Kingdom the decline was only 17 
per cent. 
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OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN JANUARY 
A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


In last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ (page 244) 
there was published a preliminary summary of the 
import and export trade of the United Kingdom in 
January compared with corresponding data relating to 
earlier periods. In the present article it is proposed to 
review that trade in some detail. The general position 
is shown in the following table: —

There was a general expansion of trade in January 
as compared with either January or December, 1933, 
but it should be noted that there were five Sundays in 
each of the earlier months, and this necessarily exer- 
sises some effect on the comparisons. In each case the 
comparison showed a larger increase in the value of 
imports than in that of exports, the excess of imports 
over exports of merchandise last month (£29-0 million) 
being £300,000 larger than in December and £8'5 
million larger than in January, 1933. 


Imports during January amounted to £64:7 million 
and were higher in value than in any month since 
February, 1932, the increase compared with January, 
1983, being £10°8 million and compared with December 
£15 million. As will be seen from the table on 
page 285, each of the five classes of merchandise 
showed an increase in comparison with a year earlier, 
and in only six of the forty-three groups comprising 
the three main classes—food, drink and tobacco, raw 
materials and manufactured articles—was the value of 
imports less than in January, 1933. These six groups 
were grain and flour, living animals for food, dairy 
produce, fresh fruit and vegetables, oil seeds, nuts, 
étc., and paper, cardboard, etc. The increases in 
tespect of certain of the remaining thirty-seven groups 
were to some extent due to enhanced prices; but the 
increases in value resulted in general from an in- 
eased volume of imports and the quantity imported 
was greater than a year ago in four at least out of the 
tix groups for which decreases in value were recorded. 
Imports of raw materials showed a marked increase 
llowing on the expansion during the second half of 
last year. The value in January (£21-3 million) was 
the highest recorded since May, 1930, being £6°3 
million (42 per cent.) more than in January, 1933, and 
£24 million (13 per cent.) more than in December. 
Imports of manufactured articles amounted to £13°9 
nillion, or £2°5 million (21 per cent.) more than a year 
‘arlier, and £358,000 (8 per cent.) more than in 
December, while imports of food, drink and tobacco 




















(£29'1 million) showed a decline of £1°2 million (4 per 
cent.), mainly seasonal, in comparison with December 
and an increase of nearly £2:0 million (7 per cent.) as 
compared with January, 1933. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods last month (£31-6 
million) were £1:2 million (4 per cent.) more than in 
December and £2°4 million (8 per cent.) more than a 
year ago. Each of the three main classes of goods 
showed an increase in comparison with each of the 
earlier months, the largest being in respect of manu- 
factured articles, exports of which, valued at £24-2 
million, were £2°0 million (9 per cent.) more than in 
January, 1933, and £1-°6 million (7 per cent.) more 
than in December, the latter increase being mainly 
seasonal. Exports of food, drink and tobacco showed 
increases of £163,000 (7 per cent.) and £274,000 (12 per 
cent.) in comparison with the previous January and 
December, respectively, and exports of raw materials 
increases of £167,000 (4 per cent.) and £275,000 
(8 per cent.). 


The value of exports of imported merchandise last 
month (£4:1 million) and of goods transhipped under 
bond (£2-1 million) showed no important change, the 
value last month being in each case higher than in 
December, but less than in January, 1933. 


As was the case throughout last year, imports of 
bullion and specie during January were very large, 
amounting to £198 million, while exports amounted 
to only £1°4 million. 


The additional information now available from the 
Accounts relating to Trade and Navigation enables the 
approximate value in each month of our aggregate trade 
with British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained. The particulars for January, 1933 and 
1934, are given below: —

IMPORTS. 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of wheat during 
January were over two million cwts. (25 per cent.) less 
than in January, 1933, but imports of the other prin- 
cipal cereals showed the following substantial increases 
as compared with a year ago—barley 1,025,000 cwts. 
(145 per cent.), oats 347,000 cwts. (141 per cent.), maize 
1,567,000 cwts. (37 per cent.), and wheat meal and flour 
222,000 cwts. (39 per cent.). As compared with Janu- 
ary, 1933, noticeable features were a very large increase 
in imports of wheat, barley and oats from the Soviet 
Union, and of maize from the Argentine, and a marked 
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reduction in the quantity of wheat imported from 
Canada. The average values of the imports of all the 
above-mentioned cereals were much lower than a year 
ago or than the average for 1932, but barley and maize 
showed a slight rise as compared with December, 1933. 
The figure for wheat meal and flour (6s. 8d. per cwt.) 
was the lowest recorded in any month of recent years. 


Total imports of meat were about 27,000 cwts. (1 per 
cent.) less than a year ago, but the aggregate value of 
the imports rose by over 10 per cent. (£626,000). There 
was a substantial increase in the quantity of beef and 
of mutton and lamb imported, due largely to increased 
consignments of frozen beef and lamb from New Zealand 
and Australia. Imports of bacon were 217,000 cwts. (25 
per cent.) less than in January, 1933, Canada, the Irish 
Free State and Sweden being the only principal sources 
of supply to show an increase, but the total value of 
the imports increased by £296,000 (14 per cent.). The 
quantity of chilled or frozen pork imported (96,000 
cwts.) was more than three times as great as in Janu- 
ary, 19582 or 1933. The average values of the mutton 
and lamb and bacon imported last month were respec- 
tively 15 and 52 per cent. higher than a year ago, 
while a fall of 17 per cent. was recorded for beef. Com- 
pared with December, however, beef as well as bacon 
showed an appreciable increase. 

Imports of butter, cheese and eggs in shell were all 
considerably greater in quantity than in January, 1933, 
but in the case of butter and cheese there was a decline 
in the value of the imports. The average value of the 
butter imported (£3 7s. 2d. per cwt.) was lower than 
in any month in recent years. Fresh fruit and vege- 
tables were, in general, imported in somewhat smaller 
quantities than a year ago; apples were an important 
exception. Though the value of the tea imported rose 
by 40 per cent., there was a reduction of 10 per cent. in 
quantity, the average value of the imports being 1s. 2d. 
per lb., as compared with 9d. per lb. a year ago and 
1s. Od. per lb. for the whole year 1933. Compared with 
January, 1933, imports of raw sugar showed an increase 
of 1,600,000 ewts. (40 per cent.) in quantity; the aver- 
age value of the imports was the same as a year earlier, 
but substantially higher than in December. Due 
to larger consignments from the United States imports 
of unmanufactured tobacco increased by 89 per cent. 
compared wth a year ago. 

Manufactured Articles.—As mentioned above, only 
one of the twenty groups of articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured—paper, cardboard, etc.—showed a de- 
crease in the value of imports last month compared with 
a year earlier. Increases of over £100,000 were recorded 
for eleven groups, the largest being in respect of 
non-ferrous metals and manufactures (£434,000), iron 
and steel (£319,000), and chemicals, drugs, etc. 
(£275,000). In comparison with December, half the 
groups showed increases in the value of imports, the 
largest being recorded for the manufactured oils group 
—which includes refined petroleum—(£252,000), 
chemicals, drugs, etc. (£174,000), iron and steel 
(£129,000), and apparel (£119,000). Groups showing 
substantial decreases were paper, cardboard, etc. 
(£257,000), non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
(£204,000), and manufactures of wood and timber 
(£92,000). Of the remaining seven groups for which 
decreases were recorded only one—pottery, glass, etc. 
—showed a decline (£48,000) exceeding £15,000. 


Imports oF Raw MATERIALS 


The following table gives particulars of the imports 
of some leading raw and semi-manufactured materials 
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during January, 1934, compared with earlier periods, 
Owing to the changes this year in the particulars of 
re-exports published in the Accounts relating to Trade 
and Navigation, particulars of retained imports are not 
available for all the items included in the table. Ip 
the case of the only three commodities retained imports 
of which differ widely from total imports, figures for 
retained imports are given in the table.

Imports of about two-thirds of the raw materials in- 
cluded in the table were greater last month than in 
both January and December, 1983, and also exceeded 
the monthly average for last year. Of the remainder, 
only three—copra, groundnuts and wet hides—showed 
a decrease compared with a year ago; the decrease in 
respect of wet hides was due to larger re-exports. In 
the case of nearly all the commodities imported im 
greater quantities than a year ago, the increase was 
very considerable. 


EXPORTS 


Raw Materials —Comparing the exports of the 
groups of raw materials and articles mainly 
unmanufactured last month with a year ago, 
the most noticeable features were an increase ol 
£262,000 in respect of raw and waste wool, etc., and & 
decline of £172,000 in the value of the coal exported. 
The only other group for which a variation of more 
than £50,000 was shown was the miscellaneous group, 
exports of whch increased by £87,000. In comparison 
with December, all but four of the fourteen groups 
showed increases in the value of exports, and in only 
one case—non-metalliferous mining, etc., products— 
did the decline (£17,000) exceed £10,000. The largest 
increases were recorded for raw wool, etc. (£124,000) 
and the miscellaneous group (£98,000). 


Coal.—Exports of coal during January amounted to 
8,011,000 tons, or 207,000 tons (6 per cent.) less than 4 
year ago, the decline in value mentioned above being 
7 per cent. There were large decreases of 146,000

tons, 48,000 tons, 43,000 tons and 39,000 tons respec- 
tively in exports to Italy, Brazil, Belgium and the 
United States, while the markets showing the largest 
increases were Denmark (50,000 tons), France (29,000 
tons) and Germany (22,000 tons). Compared with 
December, exports declined by 39,000 tons (1 per 
cent.), but the value was slightly greater. The average 
value of the coal exported was 16s. 2d. per ton, com- 
pared with 15s. 10d. in December and 16s. 3d. in 
January, 1933. The quantity of coal shipped as foreign 
bunkers was somewhat greater than in either January 
or December, 1933. 


Manufactured Articles.—Eleven of the twenty 
groups of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
showed an increase in the value of exports last month 
compared with a year earlier, the largest increase being 
recorded for woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures (£573,000); the total value of these exports 
(£2,659,000) exceeded that for any month since 
January, 1931, except August, 1933, when the value 
was £2,672,000. Other groups showing large increases 
were machinery (£553,000), vehicles (£472,000), non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures (£227,000), iron and 
steel and manufactures (£206,000) and manufactures 
of textile materials other than cotton, wool or silk 
(£181,000). The only decline to exceed £40,000 was 
recorded for cotton yarns and manufactures (£201,000), 
but it may be noted that the value of these exports 
(£5,089,000) was greater than in any month since 
March, 1933. Compared with December, eight groups 
showed increases, of which the largest (£597,000) was 
in respect of woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures, other substantial increases being recorded for 
cotton yarns and manufactures (£555,000), the vehicles 
group (£372,000), machinery (£240,000), manufactures 
of textiles other than cotton, wool or silk (£146,000), 
and the manufactured oils group (£106,000). The 
only decrease exceeding £40,000 was recorded for the 
iron and steel group (£220,000).

Total imports of iron and steel last month amounted 
to 120,000 tons, being larger than in any month since 
October, 1982. The increase in comparison with the 
figures for earlier periods included in the table applied 
to each of the three classes of iron and steel goods, 
Total British exports, though somewhat less than in 
December, were appreciably greater than in January, 
1933, and slightly above the monthly average for last 
year, the increase as compared with a year earlier 
being almost entirely in rolling mill products. Ag 
regards the finished goods enumerated in the table the 
most noticeable features were the decreases last month, 
in comparison with any of the figures shown for earlier 
periods, in the exports of galvanised sheets and tinned 
plates. Exports of machinery were 50 per cent. 
greater than a year earlier, due mainly to larger exports 
of textile machinery, parts of sewing machines, elec. 
trical machinery and prime movers; the total tonnage 
exported last month was the highest recorded since 
April, 1932. Exports of locomotives remained at a 
very low level. The number of motor cars and chassis 
exported, though considerably above the monthly 
average for last year, was appreciably less than in 
either January or December, 1933, while exports of 
motor cycles and tri-cars exceeded the figures for any 
of the earlier periods under comparison. 


TEXTILES

Retained imports of raw cotton last month showed a 
seasonal decline compared with December, but were 
appreciably greater than in January, 1933. The average 
value of the raw cotton imported, 60d. per lb., was 
about the same as in recent months or in the whole 
year 1933. According to statistics published by the 
Liverpool Cotton Association, the deliveries of raw 
cotton to mills during January aggregated about 1266 
million lbs., as compared with 117-6 million lbs. a year 
earlier and a monthly average for 1933 of 110-0 million 
lbs. Except for November, 1931 and 19338, the de- 
liveries to mills last month were larger than in any 
month since January, 1930. Retained imports of 
sheep’s and lambs’ wool were 76 per cent. more than 
a year ago, the total for January (106'3 million lbs.) 
being the highest recorded for any month since July, 
1919. The average value of the imports (12-0d. per 1b.) 
was the same as in December; in January, 1933, it 
was 8-3d. per lb.

Exports of cotton yarns last month were the same 
as in March, 1933, but apart from that month ex- 
ceeded those in any month since April, 1932. The 
quantity of cotton piece-goods exported, though 18-2 
million square yards (9 per cent.) less than a year ago, 
was higher than in any month since March, 1933. The 
increase compared with the monthly average for last 
year applied to all classes except white goods. Com- 
pared with a year ago, the most important increases in 
total exports of cotton piece-goods were shown for the 
Union of South Africa (5:1 million square yards), 
Canada (3-7 million) and Switzerland (2°7 million), while 
other markets for which increases exceeding one million 
square yards were recorded were Denmark, Sweden and 
the Irish Free State. The most important reductions 
were in respect of British West Africa (11°1 million 
gquare yards), British India (86 million), China and 
Hong Kong (4°8 million), Australia (4:1 million), and 
Morocco (3-0 million), while declines exceeding one 
million square yards were recorded for Colombia, 
French West and Equatorial Africa, Egypt and the 
Argentine. 


Exports of wool tops, woollen and worsted yarns, 
and woollen and worsted tissues were in each case 
higher than in either January or December, 1933, or 
than the monthly average for last year. In the case 
of tissues the increase was principally in exports to 
Canada, the Irish Free State, Denmark, the Argentine 
and the United States. Exports of linen piece-goods 
also exceeded those in any of the earlier periods, 
while the quantity of artificial silk piece-goods ex- 
ported was greater than in either January or December, 
1933, and about the same as the monthly average for 
last year.

with both a month and a year ago, the increase in each 
case being mainly in respect of tobacco. Re-exports 
of raw materials were about the same in value as in 
December but nearly 10 per cent. less than a year 
ago; compared with both the earlier periods there were 
appreciable increases in the re-exports of raw cotton 
and undressed hides and skins, but a _ substantial 
decline in the quantity of raw wool re-exported. The 
value of the re-exports of raw wool, however, repre- 
sented over one quarter of the value of all exports of 
imported merchandise. The value of manufactured 
articles re-exported declined in comparison with 
December and was larger than in January, 1933, refined 
petroleum being the item mainly affected in each 
case.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
PRINTED MATTER AND PAINTINGS 


The Treasury have issued an Order, on the recom- 
mendation of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, 
adding to the Free List printed parts of newspapers, of 
periodicals and of printed books; letterpress matter 
printed on paper, but not including labels, bags, cartons, 
wrapping materials, catalogues, trade lists and adver- 
tising material; paintings, framed or unframed, in oil 
or watercolours on materials other than canvas or paper 
(including board), and framed paintings in oil or water- 
colours on canvas or paper (including board). 


The same Order removes from the Free List cata- 
logues, trade lists and advertising material (other than 
small consignments by post); and certain out-of-date 
periodicals if imported in a consignment of more than 
thirteen copies. 


Newspapers, periodicals and printed books are 
already on the Free List. The effect of the new Order 
is to add to the Free List various printed matter hither- 
to dutiable, such as pamphlets, unbound sheets, and 
printed forms. Catalogues, trade lists and advertising 
material are to be subject to duty, however, unless im- 
ported by post in a packet not exceeding eight ounces 
in gross weight. Most catalogues, etc., are already 
dutiable at 20 per cent., and having regard to the detri- 
ment to the printing and paper industries from the 
printing abroad, for firms in this country, of catalogues 
and other advertising material, the Committee propose 
to recommend that this rate should apply generally. 


The effect of the Order as regards paintings is to 
extend the existing exemption from duty to cover all 
paintings in oil or water colours. This is recommended 
in pursuance of the Committee’s policy of freeing works 
of art from duty, so far as practicable. 


On the question of out-of-date periodicals, the Com- 
mittee refer to the considerable trade in such publica- 
tions, the unsold copies of which are shipped to this 
country in bulk and sold at low prices as an alternative 
to pulping in the country of origin. This traffic is 
damaging the legitimate magazine trade, and as soon as 
the goods in question are removed from the Free List, 
the Committee propose to recommend the imposition 
of a total duty of 1s. per lb. upon them. They add 
that it is not their intention to place any obstacle to 
the importation of periodicals in the normal course, for 
which they are satisfied that Free List facilities should 
continue, and the class of goods made dutiable is care- 
fully defined accordingly. 


In order to avoid possible disturbance to the trade 
in current literature, the present Order does not come 
into force until March 7, 1934.

THOMAS GRAY MEMORIAL TRUST PRIZES

Do such cargoes 
call for special treatment in ship construction, or alter- 
nately should a special freeboard be assigned? 

2. Discuss deck and side openings and the dangers 
which may arise from defective means of closing and 
protecting them. Make any suggestions for increasing 
safety and protection. 

Candidates are expected to deal with both sections, 
and special consideration will be given to opinions 
based on personal experience. 

Competitors must send in their essays not later than 
December 31, 1934, to the Secretary, Royal Society of 
Arts, at the above address. The essays must be typed 
in English. They must be sent in under a motto, 
accompanied by a sealed envelope enclosing the 
author’s name, which must on no account be writtet 
on the essay.

The South American Handbook, 1934. Edited by Howell 
Davies. Published by Trade and Travel Publications, Limited, 
14, Leadenhall Street, London, E.C.3. Price 2s. 6d. net; 3s. post 
free. 

The 1934, or eleventh edition, of the South American 
Handbook has been greatly increased in size by the addition 
of fresh editorial. The rest of the book has been revised, a 
process which leaves hardly a paragraph untouched in a 
Continent where new roads, air services, rail routes and 
hotels are constantly being added. ‘The handbook contains 
up-to-date figures relating to the production and trade of 
each Republic, and it is interesting to note that the very latest 
figures given in a special section at the beginning of the 
book show that there is at last a satisfactory increase of 
trade, particularly of imports. 

The book is the only annual handbook to South America 
printed in any language. It deals one by one with all the 
countries southward from Mexico to Tierra del Fuego. Rele- 
vant details are given about all the main towns, the physical 
features of the country, its Government and constitution, 
sources of agricultural and mineral wealth, its coinage and 
measures, imports and exports, public debt, postal p rcoon 
transport, guidance for travellers and a host of other de- 
tails. There are useful summarisations for the whole Conti- 
nent of its air, railway, steamship, banking and insurance 
facilities. Separate sections are devoted to its literature, 
products and sport. 

The book is a complete guide to both the trader and the 
sightseer. The latter will find in it lists of hotels to stay 
at, descriptions of interesting places to visit and sound in- 
formation as to the transport and routes available. 


Port of London Sailing [ist and Shipping Guide, February, 
1934. 

The monthly ‘‘ Port of London Sailing List and Shipping 
Guide ’’ presents far more clearly than tabulated statistics the 
vast activities of the Port of London. Here for the first time is 
a time-table of shipping that will arrive and leave the port 
during the month ahead, the names of the ships, to whom they 
belong, where they go, whence they come and their temporary 
home in the port, conveys much more than a statement that 
over 1 million net register tons of shipping use the port every 
week. ‘There are recorded regular services to more than 
830 Dominion and foreign ports (mostly several sailings 
to each port during the month) and a further 200 ports 
throughout the world served by transhipment. Regular coast- 
wise services from London and to other ports of the United 
Kingdom and the Irish Free State fill six closely printed pages. 
There are, of course, many more ships that use the port whose 
movements it is not necessary to record or cannot be definitel 
ascertained in advance, such as oil tankers, colliers, fish 
carriers and tramp cargo vessels. 

The new Guide should, in the words of the foreword, by Sir 

David J. Owen, general manager of the Port of London 
Authority, ‘‘ provide a very useful handbook for those engaged 
in the shipping and commercial activities in London.”’ 
_ The handbook contains a good deal of general information, 
including a directory of official and other addresses and tele- 
phone numbers, a tide table and details of ‘‘ How to reach 
the Docks.”

COMMERCIAL GRADES OF BRITISH COAL 


The uniformly high quality of typical examples of the 
commercial output of British collieries is well brought out in 
a *Paper issued on Tuesday by the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research. This report marks the completion 
of a systematic examination of the commercial grades of 
coal produced and marketed in the South Yorkshire, 
Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire coalfield. It deals with 
the output of 17 collieries producing 120 grades of coal, 
which range from those yielding good metallurgical coke to 
non-coking coals. They include the well-known Yorkshire 
‘“‘hards,’”’ first-class locomotive fuel, as well as general 
steam-raising, gas and household coal. 


The sampling of commercial grades of coal at the pit- 
head is a natural corollary to the examination of the seams 
as they occur below ground which is being undertaken under 
the Fuel Research Board in the Physical and Chemical 
Survey of our National Coal Resources. A study of the 
seams shows the material as it is or might be mined or 
marketed, where to look for this or that quality, how best 
to conserve supplies of those coals suited for special purposes,

districts. Standing crops are feeling the effects of lack of 
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rain in North Arcot and of the December cyclone in South 
Arcot, but are otherwise in fair condition. 


Bihar and Orissa, February 13.—There has been no rain. 
Standing crops are in good condition, but rabi has suffered 
from the earthquake. The threshing of winter paddy and 
the harvesting and pressing of sugarcane continue. 


Central Provinces, February 10.—The weather has been 
clear, with frost on February 5 and February 6 in the North 
Province, but not much damage was done to rabi crops. 
The harvesting of linseed and other minor rabi crops is pro- 


ceeding. Wheat harvesting has begun in the Nimar and 
Buldana districts. Cotton picking and rice threshing are 
finished. 


Punjab, February 12.—The weather has been dry and rain 
is badly needed. The condition of crops is unchanged, but 
there has been some damage owing to severe cold and frost. 


Bengal, February 19.—There has been no rain except for 
light showers. The ploughing of land for autumn crops is 
progressing, and the cutting and pressing of sugarcane and 
the harvesting of spring crops is proceeding. The prospects 
for crops are fair. 

Assam, February 19.—The weather has been reasonable. 
Outturn and crop prospects are fair.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN 1933 


(From the British Embassy) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that 
during the year 1933 imports from Great Britain amounted 
to 2,167 million francs, as against 2,458 million frs. in 1932, 
a decrease of 291 million frs., or 11-8 per cent. There was 
a rise in imports from China, Egypt, Estonia, Finland, 
Greece, Japan, Lithuania, Sweden and Switzerland, but a 
fall in those from all other foreign countries separately 
classified in the returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain during last 
year amounted to 1,676 million frs., as against 1,962 million 
frs., a decrease of 286 million frs., or 14°6 per cent. There 
was a rise in exports to Argentina, Brazil, China, Czecho- 
slovakia, Estonia, Germany, Holland, Hungary, Latvia and 
Lithuania, but a fall in those to all other countries 
separately classified. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries 
during the year 1933 amounted to 21,701 million frs., as 
against 23,585 million frs., a decrease of 1,884 million frs. 
(8-0 per cent.), and of exports to 12,460 million frs., as 
against 13,501 million frs., a decrease of 1,041 million frs. 
(7:7 per cent.). 

As regards the colonies and protectorates, the value of 
imports into France amounted to 6,724 million frs., as 
against 6,223 million frs., an increase of 501 million frs. 
(8-0 per cent.), and of exports to 12,460 million frs., as 
against 6,204 million frs., a decrease of 231 million frs. 
(3-7 per cent.). 

French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 9,241 million frs. in 1933, as 
against one of 10,084 million frs. in 1932. The visible trade 
of France with her colonies and protectorates showed an 
unfavourable balance of 751 million frs., as against one of 
19 million frs. 


POLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1933 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that 
during December last imports and exports amounted in 
value to 55,431,000 zloty and 84,020,000 zl., respectively, 
an excess in the value of exports over imports of 28,589,000 
zl. Imports were smaller by 22,131,000 zl. and exports by 
8,939,000 zl. than in the corresponding month of 1932. 
The comparative returns for November, 1933, were: imports 
72,004,000 zl., exports 100,895,000 zl., and export surplus 
28,891,000 zl. 

The value of imports for the year 1933 was 826,994,000 zl. 
and that of exports 959,643,000 zl., an export surplus of 
132,649,000 zl. The corresponding figures for the year 1932 
were: imports 861,983,000 zl., exports 1,083,802,000 zl., and 
export surplus 221,819,000 zl.

PORTUGAL 
FINANCIAL POSITION AND FOREIGN TRADE 
IN 1933 


In spite of the continuance during 1933 of influences 
unfavourable to an expansion of international trade, there 
were signs in Portugal of a revival of confidence evidenced 
by increases in both imports and exports, and a revival of 
industrial activity, states a “Report issued by the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade. 


The value to the nation of the thorough financial re- 
organisation initiated by the present Government in 1928 
was demonstrated by the country’s resistance to factors 
which elsewhere led to a further contraction of international 
trade, and the imposition of restrictions on the interchange 
of goods. Portugal has not been able to escape the reper- 
cussions of the world crisis, but sound administration and 
budgetary equilibrium over a period of five years have 
enabled the country to cope with the situation. 


Portugal’s prosperity is mainly dependent on the demand 
for her three principal exports, cork, wine and sardines, the 
market for all of which has been curtailed, but not to 4 
sufficient extent to precipitate a crisis. These staple in- 
terests are not subjected to extensive foreign competition, 
and, although there has been a marked contraction in 
exports from the high levels of 1931, the general improve- 
ment in 1933 is taken as an indication that the worst 
is over. 

The country’s industrial activities have always been 
dependent on the home and colonial market, and under the 
shelter of protection and the development of a policy of 
imperial preference have succeeded in maintaining them- 
selves in a satisfactory position. The unemployment figures 
reflect the general improvement, the number of persons out 
of work registered having fallen from 70,000 in June to 
31,000 in October, 1933. 


STATE FINANCES 


The Public Accounts for 1932-33 showed a surplus of 
ordinary revenue in excess of the estimates amounting # 
£740,000, the total surpluses for the last five years amount- 
ing to over £6 million. The Floating Debt (after deduct- 
ing Government balances) stood at £14 million in June, 
1933, as compared with £20 million in 1928, and will be 
completely extinguished by June, 1934. Government balances 
at home and abroad, amounting to £680,000 in 1928, were 
£52 million in June, 1933.

A large part of the Floating Debt has been converted into 
consolidated and amortisable stock, while the net reduction 
of the Public Debt during the last five years amounts to 
about £8 million. The position of the Bank of Portugal has 
een strengthened considerably since Portugal followed the 
United Kingdom off the gold standard in 1931. 


Tue EXCHANGE POSITION 


The gencral healthiness of the situation may be appre- 
ciated by the fact that exchange restrictions have been 
progressively relaxed during the continuance of the crisis. 
The amount of foreign exchange reserved to the Govern- 
ment in respect of exports, which was 50 per cent. in 1929, 
has been reduced by successive stages, and was recently 
fixed at the low figure of 5 per cent. The exchange position 
has never furnished occasion for anxiety, and the abandon- 
ment by Portugal of the gold standard in 1931 has neither 
dislocated her trade nor caused internal difficulties. In the 
summer of 1933 it was decided to peg the escudo to the 
franc, but towards the end of the year the old arrangement 
was reverted to, and the escudo is now linked to sterling at 
the former parity of 110 to the £. It is worth remarking 
that Portugal has created neither quotas nor contingents, 
although her export trade has suffered from their imposition 
elsewhere. 


Tne Trape Outlook 


The general outlook improved during 1933, when there 
were signs of a growing confidence, accompanied by a beliet 
that the country had seen the worst of the depression. 
Imports (excluding specie) during the first ten months of 
1933 were valued at £13,580,000, as against £12,970,000 in 
the corresponding period of the previous year, an increase 
of £613,000 represented for the greater part by larger 
imports of raw materials, such as coal, iron, chemicals, raw 
cotton and wool, hides and skins, and machinery. 

Exports in 1933 were valued at £5,660,000, showing an 
increase of £130,000 over the preceding year. In spite of 
a falling-off in exports of port, which were valued at 
£987,000 as against £1,180,000 in 1932, there was a decided 
turn for the better during the year, and, discounting the 
considerable drop in exports to France, trade in 1933 com- 
pared favourably with the preceding year. Shipments to 
the United Kingdom were well maintained, and the pros- 
pects of new business with the United States and of resump- 
tion of shipments to France have created an optimistic out- 
lok for the future. Exports of sardines declined in value 
from £1,098,000 in 1932 to £724,000 in 1933. The situation 
of this industry is less satisfactory than that of any other 
phase of Portuguese enterprise. 


TRADE witH THE UniTED Kincpom, Etc. 


After deducting imports of gold specie, the value of 
imports from the United Kingdom during the first ten 
months of 1933 amounted to £3,638,000, or 27 per cent. of 
Portugal’s imports for consumption, as against £2,821,000 
(22 per cent.) during the corresponding period of 1932, an 
increase of £817,000, the larger part of which is represented 
by the purchase of two naval units, valued at £450,000 and 
increased imports of coal, 

The position of the United Kingdom as the largest sup- 
plier of Portuguese imports was maintained during 1933, 
while, as has been the case for many years, the United 
Kingdom absorbed 20 per cent. of Portugal’s exports, which 
were valued at £1,117,000 in 1932 and £1,202,000 in 1933 
(Portuguese statistics). 

The depreciation of sterling in terms of gold currencies 
has been a favourable factor in Anglo-Portuguese trade, 
although the extent of the benefit to United Kingdom mannu- 
facturers has been limited by the general depression. The 
most striking result of the depreciation of sterling has been 
the large increase in the sales of United Kingdom motor 
tars, especially of the lighter class. Many United Kingdom 
goods are in a better position to compete than formerly, and 
there is a keener interest shown in the United Kingdom as 
a source of supply. Prospects for United Kingdom goods 
are certainly more favourable than they have been for some 
considerable time. On the other hand, the development by 
the Portuguese of a policy of imperial preference and the 
steady improvement of her manufacturing industries are 
factors with which it is necessary to reckon. 


Imports from the United States declined from 16 per cent. 
of the total in 1932 to 10 per cent. in 1933, and from France 
from 64 to 6 per cent. The proportion of imports from 
Germany remained constant at 13 per cent., while imports 
from Belgium rose from 7 to 8} per cent. An interesting

feature is the expansion of trade with the colonies, imports 
from which were valued at £1,443,000 in 1932 (11 per cent.), 
against £1,933,000 in 1933 (14-3 per cent.). Exports to the 
colonies at £770,000 (14 per cent.) in 1932 increased to 
£907,000 (16 per cent.) in 1933. 


SALVADOR 
A “ ONE-CROP ”? COUNTRY 
IMPORT TRADE 


The economic organisation of Salvador is that of a one- 
crop country dependent for the prosperity of its people on 
selling its coffee at a reasonable price, and for the balancing 
of its Budget on export and import duties, *writes the 
Acting British Consul at San Salvador. 


AND ITS 


The disadvantage of this form of national organisation is 
that in times of depression the Government must, in order 
to avoid dislocation of its finances, prevent that drastic cur- 
tailment of imports which would be the soundest way to 
preserve economic equilibrium. Salvador has been for- 
tunate in that her coffee crop, which forms over 80 per cent. 
of her exports, has been successfully sold, even during recent 
years. Unfortunately growers had contracted heavy in- 
debtedness at high rates of interest during boom years, so 
that the fall in coffee prices led in 1931 to a moratorium on 
amortisations. 


Coffee is sold in United States currency and a fall of 50 per 
cent. in the value of local exchange during 1932-33 aided 
the growers but made things difficult for importers and for 
the Government, which was faced with the problem of pre- 
serving the national industry while maintaining revenue 
from import duties. The continuance of a low rate of 
exchange, while on the whole advisable, would result jn a 
rise in the prices of articles of import essential to the poorer 
classes, whom it was the Government’s mission to assist, and 
efforts were accordingly made to stabilise exchange at a rate 
which would satisfy both requirements. These efforts are 
described in a chapter in the Report. 

Salvador is, in general, in a better economic condition 
than many Latin American countries, and the natural play 
of economic forces should carry her over the depression 
without the necessity of her having recourse to exchange 
and other restrictions. 

THe BALANce or TRADE 


Being a country dependent on agriculture, with few local 


‘industries capable of competing with modern manufacturing 


centres for the: supply of the paraphernalia of modern life, 
it is important for the prosperity and progress of Salvador 
that she should either have a substantial visible favourable 
balance of trade, or command the confidence necessary for 
the investment of foreign capital. In the post-war years 
when the price of coffee was high a good deal was done by 
the Government to help the development of the country, but 
there is less evidence of the prosperity of the individual to 
be seen than might have been expected. It seems to be 
admitted that there was a wave of extravagance which 
diverted from objects of permanent improvement wealth 
that appeared likely to continue to pour into the country. 
Consequently by the time that the depression had taken firm 
hold, the prosperity of the good years had already dissipated 
its effect. There is, therefore, at the present time no reserve 
wealth in Salvador which can be called upon in connection 
with schemes of industrialisation or social improvement. 


In these circumstances the preservation of an even favour- 
able balance of trade is of great importance, and it is a 
good deal to the credit of Salvador that in spite of a con- 
tinual fall in the value of her exports, there has been a 
favourable trade balance since 1928. While the figures 
show that there has been no surplus wealth to expand on 
imports since the depression became serious, they also show 
that the country has not been slow to adapt itself to altered 
conditions, and that economically its position is fairly sound. 


PRINCIPAL IMPORTS 


As is natural in the case of an agricultural country, im- 
ports consist of a wide variety of articles. The most con- 
siderable by weight are oil, wheat flour and cement. 

‘‘ Crude ’’ petroleum, so-called, is used generally for oil 
engines installed in coffee ‘‘ beneficios,’’ sugar mills and 
other agricultural plants. The demand for it seems likely

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to be fairly constant in view of the lack of other fuel, 
and the distance of many of the plants from sources of 
supply. Projects for the electrification of the country have 
been mooted, but there is little prospect of the displacement 
of the oil engine by any other kind of power in the near 
future. Kerosene is the lighting medium of the people, and 
will continue to be so until long after prosperity returns to 
the world in general. Petrol consumption will doubtless in- 
crease with the return of prosperity, and with the improve- 
ment in the roads which must one day be undertaken. 


Wheat flour is very largely used in spite of the extensive 
use made of maize by the peasantry. The bulk of it comes 
from the United States, but it is expected that Canadian 
flour will be increasingly used. A good deal of the flour 
brought from the United States is, however, Canadian. 


Cement is being largely used for house construction, for 
bridges and for agricultural mills, but in view of the decline 
in construction imports have fallen off during the last three 
years. The chief suppliers appear to be Norway, Sweden 
and Yugoslavia. 


The most valuable import is cotton textiles, which in 1932 
were imported to a value of 1,230,518 colones, the total im- 
ports of all classes of goods for that year being 12,483,859 
colones. Cotton goods imported are made up of yarn for 
weaving, thread for sewing, fabrics and the coarse cloth 
known as mantad. These articles accounted for 2,477,200 
colones in 1931, and 2,713,611 colones in 1932 out of total 
imports valued at 14,607,226 colones and 12,483,859 colones, 
respectively. The coarse cotton cloth known as manta is 
worn almost entirely by the peasants and comes from the 
United States. The United Kingdom supplied manta to the 
value of a little over 8,000 colones in 1931 and about half 
that amount in 1932. 


The United Kingdom supplied over 50 per cent. of the 
cotton fabrics in 1930, but in spite of the fall in the pound 
sterling the percentage dropped to 41 in 1931 and to 29 in 
1932, while the weights were 47, 38 and 30 per cent., respec- 
tively. There is no doubt that Japanese competition in 
cotton fabrics has been making headway in Salvador as 
elsewhere. 


British TRADE WITH SALVADOR 


The proportion of the Salvadorean import trade enjoyed 
by Great Britain was 13 per cent. in 1928 and 1930, reaching 
144 per cent. in 1929. Since then it has decreased, being 
12 per cent. in 1931 and 11 per cent. in 1932. Perhaps the 
most striking features of the foreign participation in Sal- 
vadorean commerce arise from British pioneering, German 
energy and American ubiquity. The first railway in the 
country was built in the last two decades of the nineteenth 
century, and introduced British products at a time when 
visits to Europe were reserved for the privileged few. That 
introduction was valuable propaganda for the excellence and 
reliability of British products, and the requirements of the 
line still entail imports from the United Kingdom. 


There is no great bias in favour of goods from any one 
country. While this is an encouragement to British firms 
to cultivate the market it does also indicate that it would 
be unwise to regard the total imports of any one class of 
manufactured goods as being the potential British market 
—it is probable that consumption will always be marked by 
a certain catholicity. Although during the depression the 
appeal of cheapness has necessarily been paramount, Sal- 
vador is not entirely a price market, quality still has its 
appeal for the comparatively well-to-do classes. British 
machinery is favoured for coffee ‘‘ beneficios,’? and the 
standard type of mass-production article that comes from 
the United States has to contend with a definite preference 
for individuality among purchasers. It is probable, there- 
fore, that the good style and quality associated with British 
goods will always recommend them to the Salvadorean 
public whenever the price is within their reach.

RICE PRODUCTION, 1933-34 
(From the British Consul-General) 


BANGKOK. 
According to telegraphic reports from the provinces stat- 
ing the conditions of the crop as at the end of November, 
1933, the area planted amounted to 18,856,000 rai, as against 
18,688,000 rai in the previous season; it is anticipated, how- 
ever, that it will reach as much as 20 million rai. The 
damage so far amounts to 1,070,000 rai, and will, in all 





re 
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probability, be about 1,500,000 rai. The total outturn igs 
estimated at 80,475,000 piculs of paddy. 

The surplus available for export is calculated at 36,475,000 
piculs of paddy, equivalent to 27,355,000 piculs, or 1,641,000 
metric tons, of rice and rice products. 


It is not possible at present to state with any accuracy 
the carry-over of last year. According to the final forecast 
of last year’s crop, the surplus amounted to 1,788,000 metric 
tons, and during the past season 1,689,400 metric tons were 
actually exported from Bangkok and other provincial ports, 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The level of general business is approaching that of three 
years ago and there have been signs of an early spring 
improvement which have been absent for the last three 
years, states a cable received by the London office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York. Wholesale markets 
are active and considerable buying interest is in evidence 
and basic industries, particularly automobile and steel, have 
advanced further. 


Exports from the United States in December were valued 
at 192 million dollars, against 131,600,000 dols. a year 
before, while imports into the country totalled 133 million 
dols, against 97 million dols. Last year’s export balance 
was 226 million dols., as compared with 288 million dols. in 
1932. 


Production of electricity in the week ended February 3 
was 12-5 per cent. above that of a year earlier. Lumber 
production and new business in the same week were some- 
what below the two preceding weeks, but shipments were 
the heaviest for any week so far this year. 


Commercial failures in January totalled 1,364 as against 
1,132 in the preceding month and 2,919 in January, 1933; 
liabilities involved amounted to 32,905,000 dols. as against 
27,200,000 dols. and 79,100,000 dols., respectively. 


Domestic flour production in January was 5,565,000 
barrels, as against 5,176,000 in December and 5,302,000 in 
January of last year. 


Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended February 10 was 73-2, being the 
highest for this year and comparing with 72:8 the week 
before and 72-5 the fortnight before.

UNITED KINGDOM—ARGENTINE REPUBLIC 


SUPPLEMENTARY AGREEMENT 


We print below the English text of the Supplementary 
Agreement between the Government of the United Kingdom 
and the Government of the Argentine Republic relating 
to trade and commerce (with Protocol) which was signed at 
Buenos Aires on September 26, 1933, and ratified in London 
on November 7. Schedules I and If annexed to the Agree 
ment (see Articles 1 and 2), which deal with the Argentine 
Customs duties on various classes of goods, are not here 
reproduced, since full particulars, drawn up on the basis 
of the Schedules, showing in detail the reductions, modif- 
cations and ‘“‘ conventialisations’’ of Tariff rates of duty, 
etc., provided for in the Schedules, were published in the 
‘“ B.T.J.”? of October 19 last (pages 559-71). 

A translation of a Note addressed by Sefior C. S. Lamas 
to Sir Henry Chilton on September 26, regarding the 10 
per cent. surcharge, is also printed. 


SUPPLEMENTARY AGREEMENT 


The Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland and the Government of the Argentine 
Republic: 

Desiring to proceed in accordance with Article 3 of the 
Commercial Convention signed in London on the 1st May, 
1933,* to the conclusion of the Supplementary Agreement

containing provisions in regard to the matters set forth in 
that Article; 


Seeing that in paragraph 10 of the Protocol to the Conven- 
tion the Argentine Government undertook to set up a special 
committee, in whose deliberations representatives of the 
Government of the United Kingdom would be invited to 
take part, for the preparation of the above-mentioned 
supplementary agreement, and that discussions between the 
representatives of the two Governments have taken place 
accordingly at Buenos Aires, in the course of which agree- 
ment has been reached in regard to the matters to be dealt 
with in the Supplementary Agreement, have in consequence 
agreed to the following provisions : 


ARTICLE 1] 


The Articles enumerated in Schedule I to this Agreement, 
produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom, from 
whatever place arriving, shall not on importation into the 
Argentine Republic be subjected to duties or charges other 
or higher, and shall not be assessed at higher valuations, 
than those specified in the said Schedule: 


Provided that a surcharge not exceeding 10 per cent. of 
valuation for duty may continue to be levied, it being under- 
stood that it is the intention of the Argentine Government 
to maintain such surcharge only if financial circumstances 
necessitate it and as an emergency measure; it is further 
their intention to reduce and ultimately to abolish such sur- 
charge so soon as fiscal considerations permit, so that the 
total charges leviable on importation of the articles enumer- 
ated in Schedule I shall not exceed those therein specified. 


ARTICLE 2 


The Articles enumerated in Schedule IT to this Agreement, 
produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom, from 
whatever place arriving, shall not on importation into the 
Argentine Republic be subjected to duties or charges other 
or higher, and shall not be assessed at higher valuations, 
than those specified in the said Schedule, subject to the 
reservations established in the said Schedule: 


Provided that a surcharge not exceeding 10 per cent. of 
valuation for duty may continue to be levied, it being under- 
stood that it is the intention of the Argentine Government 
to maintain such surcharge only if financial circumstances 
necessitate it and as an emergency measure; it is further 
their intention to reduce and ultimately to abolish such sur- 
charge so soon as fiscal considerations permit, so that the 
total charges leviable on importation of the articles enumer- 
ated in Schedule II shall not exceed those therein specified. 


ARTICLE 3 


No duty or charge of any kind shall be levied on imports 
into the Argentine Republic of coal, coke or any other 
article admitted free of duty on May 1, 1933, produced or 
manufactured in the United Kingdom, from whatever place 
arriving. 

ARTICLE 4 


No internal taxes shall be imposed in the Argentine Re- 
public on whisky of United Kingdom origin other or higher 
than those which are or may be imposed on potable spirits 
according to their alcoholic strength of national or any other 
origin. 

ARTICLE 5 


The articles enumerated in Schedule III to the present 
Agreement, produced or manufactured in the Argentine 
Republic, from whatever place arriving, shall not on 
importation into the United Kingdom be subjected to duties 
or charges other or higher than those specified in the said 
Schedule. 


ARTICLE 6 


No quantitative limitations shall be established on imports 
into the United Kingdom of the articles enumerated in 
Schedule IV to the present Agreement, produced or manu- 
factured in the Argentine Republic, from whatever place 
arriving. 

ARTICLE 7 


In the event of quantitative limitations being established 
on imports into the United Kingdom of articles other than 
those enumerated in Schedule IV to the present Agreement, 
equitable treatment shall be accorded to such articles pro- 
duced or manufactured in Argentina from whatever place 
arriving, having regard to the proportion of the total 
foreign imports of such article which has been supplied by 
Argentina in recent years; and the Government of the

United Kingdom will consult with the Government of the 
Argentine Republic before any allocation is made in respect 
of such article imported from Argentina, and will take all 
relevant circumstances into account. 


ARTICLE 8 


The rates of duty set out in the first Schedule to this 
Agreement shall come into force in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Note A to the said Schedule. 


ARTICLE 9 


The present Agreement shall constitute an integral part 
of the Convention of the lst May, 1933. It shall come into 
force on the same date as the Convention and shall lapse 
on termination thereof. 


In witness whereof the undersigned, being duly author- 
ised to that effect, have signed the present Agreement and 
have affixed thereto their seals. 


Done at Buenos Aires this 26th day of September, 1933, in 


duplicate in both English and Spanish, both texts being 
equally authentic. 





PROTOCOL 


At the moment and in the act of signing the Supple- 
mentary Agreement to the Treaty of London of the 1st May, 
1933, the undersigned plenipotentiaries, being duly author- 
ised by their respective Governments to that effect, seeing 
that it is the intention of the Governments of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and of 
the Argentine Republic to maintain the present position in 
the markets of the Argentine Republic of coal, coke and 
manufactured fuel produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom, have agreed on the following provisions, which 
shall form an integral part of the said Supplementary 
Agreement. 


ARTICLE 1 


During the currency of the present Convention no new or 
increased charge by way of slingage, landing charges or 
otherwise shall be imposed on coal, coke or manufactured 
fuel produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom. 


ARTICLE 2 
If the Government of the United Kingdom should con- 


_ sider that the present position of the market for coal, coke 


and manufactured fuel produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom is not being maintained, consultations 
shall take place between the two Governments with a view to 
studying the situation. 

Done at Buenos Aires the 26th day of September, 1933, in 
duplicate in both Spanish and English, both texts being 
equally authentic.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 19382: ADDITIONAL 
IMPORT DUTIES (NO. 8) ORDER, 1934

The Board of Trade are informed that a duty of $5 per 
2,000 Ib. has been imposed on cement of foreign origin im- 
ported into British North Borneo. Cement of Empire origin 
is admitted free of Customs duty as previously and a 
Customs preference on this article is thus accorded for the 
first time.

LICENCE DUTY ON CATTLE

With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of Septem- 
ber 28, 1933 (page 434), the ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of Feb- 
ruary 3 contains an Order, dated and effective as from 
February 3, which increases the licence tax on barley for 
cattle feed (note to Tariff No. 25), oats (Tariff No. 26), 
maize (Tariff No. 27), and fodder meal (ex Tariff No. 555) 
from one to three schillinge per 100 kilogs.

The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of February 3 announces that 
by an Exchange of Notes between Austria and Sweden on 
January 26, which has followed the signing on the same day 
at Stockholm of a new Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
between Sweden and Austria, the following amendments to 
the Austrian Customs Tariff have been provisionally en- 
forced as from February 1:—The duty on refrigerating 
cabinets of iron, provided with non-mechanica] refrigerating 
apparatus (ex Tariff No. 403 (b) (2) and (ce) ) is reduced 
from 60 and 80 gold kronen to 50 gold kronen per 100

PROVISIONAL IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: 
FORTHCOMING DUTY INCREASES 


The French ‘“‘ Journal Officiel’’ of February 17 containg 
a Decree and Order, dated February 15, subjecting the 
import of certain goods to licence. The Preamble to the 
Decree points out that the German Government have availed 
themselves of the provisions of the Protocol of December 28, 
1932, to the Franco-German Treaty of Commerce (see the 
“ B.T.J.’’ of January 12, 1933 (page 63) ) to increase the 
duties on a number of articles of interest to French ex. 
porters, and states that the French Government accordingly 
propose to introduce shortly a Bill to increase the duties on 
certain goods covered by the Franco-German Treaty. Hovw.- 
ever, in view of the time which this Bill would take to pass 
through Parliament, it appeared necessary as a precaution 
to regulate the import of the goods in question so as to 
prevent their being imported in large quantities in order 
to escape the new duties. This control is not of a restrictive 
nature, and licences will therefore be granted for quantities 
equal to those imported by the interested country in 
1932. The goods affected by these provisional restrictions

Appli- 
cations for licences should be addressed to the ‘‘ Office des 
produits chimiques, 101, rue de Grenelle, Paris (7e),’’ in 
respect of goods falling under Tariff Nos. 037, 040, 041, ez 
0130, 296, ex 326-326 bis, 329, and ex 381, and to the ‘ Con- 
fédération générale de la production frangaise, 6, rue de 
Messine, Paris (8e),’”’ in respect of the other products 
affected. 


Increased duties are also projected in respect of stands 
for photographic apparatus, toys and games, chromates and 
bichromates of potash and soda, gelatine in powder or in 
leaves or sheets (other than coloured, irised, etc.), machines 
for reaming, mortising, etc., and asbestos wares, all of which 
are already subject to quota restrictions. 

The restrictions on the goods covered by the Decree of 
February 15, also those on stands for photographic appara- 
tus and on toys and games, are to cease immediately on the 
enforcement of the new duties.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON RAYON FABRICS, 
GLASS CONTAINERS AND DOMESTIC 
GLASSWARE (EXEMPTIONS) 


With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of Febru-

POLAND 
DRAWBACK OF CUSTOMS DUTY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that, in virtue of an Order dated January 9 and 
effective from February 7 to July 31, 1934, the import duty 
on imported raw materials, auxiliary materials and equip- 
ment used for the manufacture in Poland of ethyl alcohol 
subsequently exported abroad will be refunded at the rate 
of 25 zlote per 100 kilogs. of 100 per cent. ethyl alcohol. 


TEMPORARY REDUCTION OF DUTY ON 
CERTAIN APRICOT KERNELS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded particulars of a Ministerial Order, dated 
January 31 and effective from February 7 to March 31, 
which provides that kernels of stones of the exotic brand of 
apricots, known as ‘ ghejsi’’ (ex Tariff No. 73) may be 
imported into Poland on payment of a reduced duty 
amounting to 25 per cent. of the normal rate, subject to a 
special permit from the Ministry of Finance.

TURKEY 
IMPORT DUTY ON COAL REDUCED 


The Commercial Secretary at Istanbul has forwarded par. 
ticulars of a Decree (No. 2/20), dated January 9 and pub. 
lished in the Official Journal of January 16, by virtue of 
which the duty on coal (except anthracite) imported into 
Turkey has been reduced from £T.4 to £T.2 per metric ton 
(i.e., the increase made in August last has now been with. 
drawn).

IRISH FREE STATE 


CONTROL OF IMPORTS BILL, 1934 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Control of 
Imports Bill, 1934, as introduced into the Dail on Janv- 
ary 31, which, inter alia, empowers the Executive Council 
to limit by means of quotas the importation into the Irish 
Free State of any classes of goods. Under the Bill goods for 
which quotas are fixed can be imported only under licence 
and such licences will be given only to registered importers.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1934 


THE DUKE OF YORK AT THE MANSION 
HOUSE 


This year’s Fair opened on Monday, February 19, 
at Olympia and the White City, London, and at Castle 
Bromwich, Birmingham. There was no _ formal 
ceremony at either of the London venues, but at 
Birmingham the Fair was declared open by the Lord 
Mayor, Alderman H. E. Goodby, at a luncheon given 
by the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce. 


In proposing the toast, ‘‘ The British Industries 
Fair,’’ at the dinner given by H.M. Government at the 
Mansion House on Monday evening, His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of York said: — 


This is the fourth time that I have had the pleasure of 
proposing the toast of the British Industries Fair at the 
annual banquet to mark its opening. My family, and the 
Queen in particular, have, as you know, always been greatly 
interested in the Fair; indeed, the Queen has visited it 
every year it has been held since its inception in 1915. 


I would like to extend a very hearty welcome to our guests 
from oversea who are present with us to-night and to wish 
them a very pleasant visit to our country. They will perhaps 
allow me first to refer to certain aspects of the Fair which 
mainly concern my countrymen. 

It is perhaps a good thing to remind ourselves that the 
development of the British Industries Fair has taken place 
during a period of change without precedent in economic 
history. The first few years of the Fair’s life saw a great 
boom in world trade, followed by a depression which 1- 
creased in its tragic effects until commercial and industrial 
prosperity began to leave the world. But throughout these 
latter years our national Trade Fair has kept its course, 
growing in scale and effectiveness with each passing phase. 

To-night we are celebrating the opening of the biggest 
Fair which has been held since the first British Industries 
Fair in 1915. I think we can derive quiet satisfaction from 
the apparent paradox between the continual expansion 0 
the Fair and the circumstances in which that expansion has 
taken place. Among other things it shows that we do attach 
value to advertising when times are bad. 
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EXHIBITIONS AND FAIRS—Continued 
AN UNDAUNTED NATION 


Those great buildings at Olympia and the White City 
(where new halls have had to be taken this year) and at 
Castle Bromwich (where many thousands of square feet of 
space have again been added), with their array of the high 
quality products of British industry, reflect something more 
than the capacity of this country to compete effectively in 
world trade. The growth of the Fair and the essential part 
which it now plays in the economic life of this country have, 
I think, a deeper significance. 

The unfailing support given to the Fair by British manu- 
facturers, in good times and in bad, is surely an expression 
of their attitude towards the larger question of the diffi- 
culties of trade as a whole. It appears to me to show that, 
as a nation, we have remained undaunted by the economic 
gloom which has so long overshadowed this country and the 
world. It shows that we have neither lost confidence nor 
at any time admitted defeat. Those who visit the Fair this 
year will find that many of the industries represented in it 
have been active in improving their methods of production, 
in developing the manufacture of new and better articles 
and equipment, and in strengthening their distribution and 
sales organisation. And that, I think, is true of most 
branches of industry in this country. 

Those who have steered our great organisations through 
the difficulties of recent years are indeed to be congratu- 
lated: their work, and the example they have set, should 
ive confident hope to the energetic youth of our country 
who will follow in their footsteps. There is thus being placed 
to our reserve account as a nation a credit balance that 
will give the next generation more faith and greater 
strength in the years to come. 


A CONTRIBUTION TO INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


We in this country feel that the British Industries Fair 
makes an important contribution to international trade: 
and that it should be no small factor in the promotion of 
more friendly relations. We must not be indifferent to 
those who are willing to trade with us. The prosperity of 
other countries should be of vital concern to us. We there- 
fore welcome those who come from oversea to visit the Fair 
and, I hope, to buy. For in buying from us they enable us 
to buy from them. 

The forces which have held the world in bondage are 
slackening. The beginnings of a revival of trade are taking 
their place. In this country we were able last year to reduce 
the numbers of unemployed by more than 500,000, and 
though there may be ups and downs, the downward tendency 
which marked the activities of most of our industries is in 
process of being checked, and there is evidence of a definite 
upward movement. But we have to remember those workers 
and machines which are still idle, the numbers of our people 
who are still denied the opportunities of a fuller life. 

The road to recovery is no easy one. And the progress we 
make depends not only upon using those qualities which 
adversity has developed in us, but upon our being able to 
sweep away many of those prejudices, restrictions, narrow, 
insular points of view which can slow down progress. Re- 
covery, if it is to come about, surely calls for an attitude 
of mind and a breadth of outlook which were, perhaps, un- 
necessary in the days when it was easy to sell if one knew 
how to make. 


PROGRESS AND New METHODS 


Surely the signs are favourable. Our partial recovery 
should give us fresh faith in ourselves, in each other, in our 
resources, and in our capacity to use those resources. Some 
tiskks must be taken. It may be necessary to adopt a new 
«quipment and here and there to impress a new discipline. 
But none of us need be afraid. One lesson to be learned 
from the British Industries Fair itself is that risks are 
worth taking, and that no progress is possible without a 
willingness to put new methods to the test. 

We still have as rich assets the great natural resources 
of the world in which we live and the immense and improved 
capacity of men and machines to convert those resources 
into the means and instruments of human well-being. 

Through difficult times, the President of the Board of 
Trade has been watching, planning, and working cease- 
lessly to keep away despondency, and to foster the spirit 
of further enterprise. I am sure there are many present 
-night who would like to congratulate Mr. Walter Runci- 
man on his achievement, and by their sincere good wishes 
*2courage him further in his work. 

Let us resolve that this year shall be one of courage and 

ldness; with readiness to take risks and thus achieve

that degree of prosperity which surely the world’s resources 
put within our reach. It is in that frame of mind that I ask 
you to rise and drink the toast of ‘‘ The British Industries 
Fair.”’ 


BOARD OF TRADE PRESIDENT’S REPLY 
Royat VIsItTs 


The Rt. Hon. Walter Runciman, in reply, spoke of the 
great personal interest which the King and Queen and the 
other members of the Royal Family continued to show in 
the Fair, and said that the Queen would visit Olympia on 
Tuesday morning, the White City in the afternoon, and 
Olympia again on Thursday morning. The Duke and 
Duchess of York would also be visiting the Fair, and the 
Duchess had visited the White City that day. 

In offering a special welcome to the unofficial representa- 
tives of the various countries, Mr. Runciman said that we 
were a trading nation; that was a trade occasion, and they 
welcomed espegally those who came to buy. The Fair itself 
was larger than ever before—much larger. If the Queen 
was to see all the Fair, he understood that it would be 
necessary for her to walk thirty miles. They hoped the 
Fair was even more attractive than before. At any rate, 
they had tried to make it so. 

We had continued as a nation during the depression to 
buy abroad more goods that any other country in the world, 
and, what was more, had continued to buy more from others 
than we sold to them. This fact deserved special emphasis 
at the present time and on this particular occasion, when 
we were extending a cordial welcome to oversea buyers to 
visit the Fair. We were asking them to come both to 
see and to buy, for we wanted them to see for themselves 
the immense range of the goods which we had to offer. 
Britain could be their best suppliers as well as their best 
customers. 

We wanted to assure them that we had made great pro- 
gress in industrial technique and had increased the diversity 
and adaptability of our products. With that object in view, 
we had assembled examples conveniently for the buyers’ 
inspection in the most comprehensive display of the pro- 
ducts of this country which had yet been seen. 

He was glad to see that the response to the invitations to 
the Fair, which had been sent to buyers in one hundred 
different countries and territories, had been exceptional. 
The highest attendance of oversea buyers that the Fair had 
known and the biggest purchases were expected. 

This year a new Empire Section took the place of the 
Empire Marketing Board exhibit. The Dominions, India, 
and Colonial Governments knew the value of the Fair, and 
had combined to maintain their representation in it. In 
the new Empire Section at Olympia might be seen a varied 
display of food products and raw materials which illustrated 
the immense resources of the British Empire. They would 
find represented there the United Kingdom, all the self- 
governing Dominions, India, Southern Rhodesia the Eastern 
African Dependencies, Trinidad, and Tobago, Cyprus and 
Mauritius. 


Tue Export Crepits GUARANTEE DEPARTMENT 


One remarkable Government Department which came 
under his supervision—the Export Credits Guarantee De- 
partment—was remarkable, said Mr. Runciman, because it 
made profits instead of losses. It was not often that a 
Government Department was called on to defend itself 
against that charge. But if the State could help traders to 
insure against bad debts without itself making losses, that 
was an enterprise worthy of encouragement. That, in fact, 
was what the Export Credits Guarantee Department had so 
far succeeded in doing, and there was to be a further exten- 
sion of its activity for another five years. 

The credit for this success belonged not to any Minister, 
for Parliament in its wisdom took.-the responsibility of run- 
ning this business out of the hands of the politicians and 
placed it on an Advisory Committee of business men. Of 
this committee, drawn largely from the City of London, he 
could not speak too highly. Under the able guidance of this 
committee the Department had in the past few years 
enabled British firms to secure millions of pounds of orders 
which would otherwise not have come to these shores. He 
hoped all British exporters were aware of the ways in which 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department could help them 
to serve their customers. 


INCREASING Evipence or TRADE RECOVERY 


During the twelve months that had passed since the last 
Fair there had been increasing evidence that the trade and 
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industry of this country were recovering, Mr. Runciman 
added. They could speak of 1933 as the year in which there 
was a definite change for the better. One of the most 
significant indications of activity was the volume of raw 
materials for use in factories purchased from abroad last 
year. The volume of retained imports of raw materials 
was greater not merely than in 1931 or 1932, but also than 
1930, and in some important cases—for example, wool, 
hides, and timber—imports were even greater in 1933 than 
in 1929. 

Our export trade had begun to show signs of recovery, 
and the commercial agreements which the Government con- 
cluded during the past year with various foreign countries 
had contributed to this improvement. 

While, however, there were signs that a change for the 
better was taking place, satisfactory progress along the 
road to recovery, particularly in export trade, was con- 
ditional on a further improvement in world conditions. So 
long as there was prevailing uncertainty as to the stability 
of currencies and while trade was hampered by exchange 
and other forms of restriction, the full restoration of world 
trade to its former level could not be achieved. That it 
should be achieved and passed was the firm hope of everyone 
there. It was in that spirit of co-operation and general 
good will that the Fair was carried on.
